He is not on the ballot in West 
Virginia and Senate whip Robert Byrd is the favorite there 
over George Wallace. 
There are a total of 107 Democratic and 53 Republican 
delegates at stake today. 


Party Leader Resigns 


LONDON (UPI) — Leader of Britain’s Liberal party, 
Jeremy Thorpe, submitted a bitter letter of resignation 
Monday, citing a “sustained witch hunt” in the press over an 
alleged homosexual affair with a male model However, 
there was no indication he planned to give up his seat in 
Parliament. 
In the letter, Thorpe denied having had a sexual relation­ 
ship in the early 1960s with model Norman Scott. Soon after 
Thorpe resigned, Scott’s lawyers said they were filing suit 
against him for slander and libel, but did not elaborate.

IRS Charged 
With Abuse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service has been guilty of 
“serious and illegal abuse” 
of the privacy of tax returns 
in carrying out missions for 
the FBI, CIA and the W'hite 
House, a Senate intelligence 
staff report said Tuesday. 
The IRS ranks as an in­ 
telligence agency, it said, 
both in its legitimate role of 
running down tax violators 
and 
fraud, 
and 
in 
ac­ 
cumulating “vast amounts 
of information about 
the 
financial and personal af­ 
fairs of American citizens.” 
With this “rich deposit of 
intelligence” 
from 
tax 
returns and the supporting 
d o c u m e n ts 
ta x p a y e r s 
submit voluntarily, the IRS 
is a powerful tool other 
government 
departments 
“ have periodically sought to 
employ,” the document said. 


It said this has led to 
“serious and illegal abuse of 
IRS investigative pow ers.” 
The service carried out 
audits and investigations of 
“ targ e ted ” citizens and 
organizations, most often 
without 
asking 
why, 
the 
report said. 
Abuses extended back 
through 
m any 
a d ­ 
ministrations but reached a 
height during the presidency 
of Richard M. Nixon, it said: 
“ In the late 1960s and early 
1970s, m any groups and 
persons were selected for 
investigation by the Special 
Service Staff essentially 
because of their political 
activism 
ra th e r 
than 
because specific facts in­ 
dicated tax violations *. The 
evidence suggests the IRS 
readily 
acceded 
to 
the 
congressional and W hite 
House pressures.”
